Confiscation. Not the Purpose of the 


Statute. 


It is not the purpose o'f the statute 


to confiscate the property nnd capital 
of the offending trusts. 
Methods of 


punishment by fine or Imprisonment 
of the individual offenders, by fine of 
the corporation or by forfeiture rf its 
!?OO«IH in transportation are provided, 
but the proceeding in equity is a upo- 
cific remedy to stop the operation of 
the trust by injunction and prevent 
t he future use of the plant aud capital 
in violation of the statute. 


Effectiveness of Decree. 


I venture to say that not tn the his- 


tory of American law has a decree 
more effective for such a purpose been 
entered by a court than that against 
tbo tobacco trust. 
As Circuit Jtidjre 


Noyes said in his judgment approving 
the rlccree: 


"The extent to which it has been 


necessary to lear apart thin combina- 
tion and forco it into new forms with 
the attendant burdens oujrht to demon- 
strate that the federal anti-trust statute 
Is a drastic statute which accomplishcH 
elTePtlvc results, which so long us It 
stands on the statute books mu.st bo 
obeyed and which cannot be disobey- 
ed without incurring fitrreachin;,- pen- 
alties. 
And, on the other hand, the 


successful reconstruction of this or- 
ganization should teach that the effect 
of enforcinK this statute is not to de- 
stroy, but to reconstruct: not in de 
molish, but to recreate In accordance 
with the conditions which the congress 
has declared shall exist amouff Un- 
people of the United Slates." 


Common Stock Ownership.

Movement For' Repeal of the Anti- 


trust Law. 


But now that the anti-trust act Is 


seen to be effective for the accomplish- 
ment, of the purpose of Its enactment 
wo are met by a cry from many differ- 
ent quarters for Its repeal. It is .said 
to be obstructive of business progress, 
to be Jiu altempt tu restore old fash- 
ioned methods of destructive competi- 
tion between small units nud to make 
Impossible those useful combinations 
of capita! and the reduction of the cost 
of production that are essential to con- 
tinued prosperity and normal growth. 


In the recent decisions the supreme 


court makes clear that there is noth- 
ing in the statute which condemns 
combinations of capital or mure big- 
ness of plant organized to secure ecou 
omy in production and a reduction of 
its cost. 
It Is only when the purpose 


or necessary effect of the organization 
and maintenance of the combination 
or the aggregation of Inmiciihc size arc 
the stilling of competition, actual and 
potential, and the enhancing of prices 
and establishing a monopoly that the 
statute is violated. More size is no 
sin against the law. The merging of 
two or more business plants necessari- 
ly eliminates competition between the 
units thus combined, but this elimina- 
tion Is in contravention of the statule 
only when (.he combination is made for 
purpose of ending this particular com- 
petition In order to secure control of 
:uid enhance prices and create a mo- 
nopoly. 


L»ck of Definiteness In the Statute. 
The complaint Is made of the slut 


ute that it is not sullicienlly definite 
In its desc rlption of that which Is fur- 
hidden to eiiabl" business men to avoid 
iis violation

corporations which may run on for 
jears and that subsequently the at- 
torney general may conclude that It 
"."as a violation of the statute and that 
whl''h was supposed by the combiners 
to be innocent then turns out to be a 
combination in violation of (lie sUitxite 
The answer to this hyporliotic.nl cast 
i'i that when men attempt to amass 
such stupendous capital as will emibl? 
tliern to suppress competition, control 
prices and establish a inonojioly they 
know the purpose of tholr nets. Men 
do not, do such a thing without having 
It flenrly In mltid. Jf what they do Is 
merely for the purpose of reducing the 
cost of production, without the thought 
of suppressing competition by use of the 
bigness of thf plant they nre creating, 
(hen they cannot bo convicted at the 
time the union Is made, nor can they 
be convicted later unless It happen 
i bat later on they conclude to sup 
press competition and take the usual 
methods for doing so nnd thus estab- 
lish fcr themselves a monopoly. They 
< a n In sn<-h a ease hardly complain If 
the motivf. which stibse<iuently is dis- 
closed is attributed by the court to the 
original combination.

turbance. of changing the character, 
organization and e\tcnt of their bus!

"Cenerally in the industrial combina- 


tions called 'trusts' the principal busi- 
ness is the sale of goods In many states 
and In foreign markets—In other words, 
the Interstate nnd foreign business far 
exceeds the business done in any one 
*tate 
This fact will justify the f<d- 


eral government in granting a federal 
'•barter to such a combination to make 
and soil in Interstate nnd foreign com- 
merce the products of useful manufac- 
ture under such limitations as will se- 
cure 'i compliance with the anti-trust 
law. It is possible so to frame n stat- 
ute that, while it offers protection to » 
federal company against harmful, vex- 
atious and unnecessary invasion by tho 
states. It shall subject It to reasona- 
ble taxation and control by the states 
with respect to Its purely local busi- 
ness. • • • 


"Corporations organized under this 


act should be prohibited from acquir- 
ing and holding stock In other corpo- 
rations (except for special reasons,

"If the prohibition or the anti-trust 


act against combinations in restraint 
of trade is to be effectively enforced 
H Is essential that the national govern- 
ment shall provide for the creation of 
national corporations to carry ou a le- 
gitimate business throughout the Unit- 
ed States. The conflicting laws of the 
different states of tho Union with re* 
spect to foreign corporations make It 
difficult, if not Impossible, for one cor- 
poration to comply with their require- 
ments so as to carry on business In n 
number of different states." 


I renew the recommendation of the 


enactment of a general law providing 
for the voluntary formation of cor- 
porations to engage in tnido and com-, 
merco among the slates nud with for- 
eign nations. Every argument which 
was then advanced for such a law and 
every oscplnuallou which was at that 
time offered to possible objections bus 
been confirmed by our experience slneo 
tho enforcement of the anti-trust stat- 
ute, has resulted in the actual dissolu- 
tion of active commercial organiza- 
tions. 


It is even more manifest now than.,

This statute as construed by the 


supreme court must continue to be the 
line of distinction for legitimate1 busi- 
ness.

which when applied to nil business 
would be n long step toward state so- 
cialism. 


Importance of the Anti-trust Act. 
Tho anti-trust act Is the expression 


of the effort of a freedom loving peo- 
ple to preserve cqualHy of opportunity. 
It Is the result of the confident deter- 
mination of such n people to maintain 
their future growth by preserving un- 
controlled and unrestricted the enter- 
prise of the Individual, his Industry, 
ills Ingenuity, his Intelligence and his 
Independent courage. 


For twenty years or more this stat- 


ute has been upon the statute book. 
All knew Its general purpose and ap- 
proved. 
Many of Its violators were 


cyiilenl over its assumed Impotence. 
It seemed Impossible of enforcement. 
Slowly tbe mills of Ihe courts ground, 
and only gradually did the majesty of 
the law assert Itself. 
Many of Its 


statesmen-authors died before it be- 
came n living force, and they and oth- 
ers saw tlie evil grow which they had 
hoped to destroy. Now Its efficacy is 
peen; now Its power Is heavy: now Its' 
object Is near achievement. Now we 
hear the rail for Its repeal on the plea 
that It Interferes with business pros- 
perity, and we are advised In most 
general terms bow by some other stat- 
ute and In some other way the evil 
wo are lust stamping out can be cured 
If we only abandon Ihis uork of twen- 
ty years and try another experiment 
for another term of years.
